will lie at common law for a malicious 
conspiracy to impoverish or ruin a third 
person in his trad*1 or profession. By 
the demurrer, all of the facts, well 
pleaded in the indictment, were for its 
purposes admitted to be be true.

T h e y H a v e L o n er T e l e p h o n e d b y t h e 
L a e o f D r a m a . 
Travelers in 
uncivilized countries 
have often wondered how some savage 
tribes were able to transm it news for 
hundreds of m iles w ith no apparent 
facilities for doing so. 
An interesting 
lig h t is thown on this subject by Jose 
Baoh, who tells of the means by whioh 
the Indians on the Amazon commnni 
cate w ith each other at a distance. The 
natives live in groups of IOO to 200 
persons in settlem ents half a m ile or a 
m ile apart. In each dw elling tbero is a 
wooden drum , w hich is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed w ith frag­ 
m ents of wood, bone and mica, and has 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
and rubber. 
W hen this drum is struck 
w ith a wooden m allet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly beard in the other 
drum s in the neighboring dwellings. 
It is boyond doubt that the transm is­ 
sion of the sound takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struok are 
scarcely audible outside of the houses 
in w hich the instrum ents are placed. 
A fter a “ m alooca,” or dw elling, has 
been “ called u p ” by an initial blow 
conversation ie carried on between the 
two drums. 
Mr. B ach’s explanation is 
th a t the com m unication is facilitated 
by tho nature of the ground, the drum s 
doubtless resting upon one and the same 
stratum 
of rock, since transm ission 
through ordinary alluvial earth could 
not be depended upon. 
This method 
furnishes an ingenious modification of 
the process employed by Indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such as the 
gallop of a horse, w hich consists in ap­ 
plying tho ear to the earth .— St, Louis 
Globe-Democrat.
